The size, shape 
American cotton bale will 
changed and reduced from 
inches in heighth, and covered 
osnaburg instead’ of jute, if the 
vention adoptes the resolution favorably 
reported by the committee on growing 
and handling yesterday afternoon. 

No recommendation made to the con- 
vention will be of so widespread inter- 
est throughout the cotton-growing 
states as this which suggests that the 
Egyptian style of bale be substituted for 
the American, 

The planters, wherever possible, are 
urged to put in compress ging to aid in 
securing this uniform bale. 

W. W. Welch, of Amory, Miss., chair- 
man of the committee on buying and 
selling, has two resolutions on the sub- 
ject of cotton exchanges, which were 
discussed at length, and which will 
come up for final action and recommen- 
dation before that committee, which has 
been called to meet at 8:30 o'clock. 

These resolutions are by Congress- 
man Heflin, of Alabama, appealing to 
congresses at home and broad to 80 
regulate all cotton.exchanges as to 
prohibit gambling in cotton ‘futures, 
and another by Herr A. Wafbel, of 
Augusburg, Bavaria, who offers a sub- 
stitute to allow these exchanges to 
continue their operations and compe! 
all members to register and allow only 
those registered to trade in the mar- 
ket. 

Labels for Each Bale. 

In the committee on transportation, 
8. Collings, of the Arkwright Club, of 
Boston, chairman, action was takén on 
each of the four topics up for dis- 
cussion. 

On country damage it was recommenA4- 
ed that labels be attached to each Dale, 
so that it could be traced back to 
the compressor and even to the farm- 
er in order to settle any trouble which 
might arise. 

On warehousing the committee 
gested that a better system of ware- 
housing the cotton be maintained for 
the better protection:of the cotton crop 
of this country, and that the most im- 
proved methods and appliances obtain. 

On the topic Of transportation at- 
tention was called to the action of the 
bankers in England on this subject, 
when they agreed upon a standard of 
bil of lading, and insisted that no 
money would be advanced unless it be 
upon bills of lading from interior points

and ports. And also called attention 
to the exporters in the United States 
to an all-water-route from the gulf 
ports direct to Manchester, England, 
via the Manchester canal, and sug- 
gested that all cotton be routed that 
way. 

This committee also adopted 
lution calling attention to the § insur- 
ance companies of their objection to 
limiting the cargoes of cotton shipped 
under certain risks. 

The committee on growing and hand- 
ling, of which J. H, Maxwell is chair- 
man, sat in continuous session from * 
o'clock until after 6, taking action upon

Perhaps the most important of these 
was the: retommendation for a uniform 
bale, of cotton throughout the world, to 
be of the same character as that of the 
Egyptian type, to be put up by 4 com- 
press at the gin; to weigh 500 pounds, 
its height to be forty-eight inches and 
its width 2) inches, 

Preceding this resolution was one 
which condemned the presen: torm of 
cotton bagging and recommending that 
a ten-ounce osuaburg be substituted. 

If these resolution are adopted by the 
convention and executed by the ginners 
of the country the entim size, shape 
and dress of the cotton bale, as it is 
commonly accepted throughout’ the 
United States will be changed,

Recommendation of Committee. 
The detailed tfecommendation of tne 
committee, which will be presented to 
the convegition this morning is as fol- 
lows:

for planting purposes by selecting from 
typical stocks with well matured bolls 
of the type of cotton desired.”’ 

On improved ginning, the 
recommendation was made: 

“Every gin should be put in tne best 
order possible. All cotton should be, 
where possible, housed net less than 
thirty days before ginning. Cotton +*0 
housed will bring a premium. It should 
be thoroughly dried or cured before gin- 
ning and néver ginned while green or 
damp. Especially does this. apply to sta- 
ple cotton which also should not. be 
girtmed in damp weather. We further 
recommend that in ginning staple cotton 
the saws be set shallow in order that 
the brushes may ‘take the cotton from 
the saws as fast as ginned to prevent 
kinks or napping and a smooth Sample 
will be made.”’ 

On compressing, it recommended: 

“We condemn the bagging now in use; 
first. because of its rough and coarse 
nature, it invites rough treatment; sec- 
ond, it does not hold’ the marks; thira, 
on account of its great weight and 
bulk; it entails heavy loss in freight. 
We therefore recommend the use of a 
Jight burlap or covering made of cotton 
such as a !0 ounce osnaburg. 

“We recommend that all planters 
wherever practicable put in as rapidiy 
as possible gin compresses; and in the 
baling of cotton that the Egyptian 
character of bale be adopted, the tiles 
to be of the Egyptian type and ten in 
number; the length of the Dale to be 
48 inches, the width 2!I, the weight of 
the bale 500 pounds, the density 35 
pounds; the bale to be marked upon both 
ends with weight, grade and staple. 

The other business which had _ pre- 
viously been se‘tt@#ed so far as commit- 
tee recommendations is concerned, and 
published in The Constitution yester- 
day, to be presented to the convention 
for action, this morning, is as follows: 

Contracts of Cotton Exchange. 

The result of the deliberations of the 
section devoted to the “Contracts of 
Cotton Exchanizes’’ was’ set forth in 
the following resolution covering uni- 
form classification and contracts, sub- 
mitted by Chairman H. W. Macalister, 
of England: 

“After considering the uniform classi- 
fication of American cotton, this com- 
mittee is unanimously of the opinion 
that standard types should be adopted, 
either by the United States govern- 
ment or by an association of delegates 
from the cotton exchanges, cotton 
growers ani cotton spinners, and that 
classification should be made upon 
grade and color alone and not upon 
staple. 

“After considering the question of 
contracts on cotton exchanges, this 
committee is unanimously of the opin- 
jon that: 

“!. Standard contracts of 50,000 
pounds net weight, should be adopted 
instead of 100 net weight. 

“2. That net weight tenderable shdit 
not exceed | per cent above or below 
standard weight contracted for. 

“3. That actual tare, canvas and 
bands (bagging and ties in America) be 
allowed. 

“4 That present | 
clause be abolished. 

‘5. That since the excessive amount of 
dampness -in American cotton and the 
inadequate allowance for same under 
existing cotton exchange rules are of 
serious importance to spinners, this 
committee is of the opinion that steps 
should be taken by the various asso- 
clations here represented with the view 
of remedying the evil of excessive damp 
and place the question of claims, as ad- 
justed under the present rules of the 
exchanges, on a more equitable basis.”’ 

Closer Trade Relations. 

The resolution adopted by the 
mittee on closer trade _ relations  be- 
tween grower and spinner, was  pre- 
sented by Chairman R. H. Jackson, of

“Be it resolved, That the internation- 
al convention of cotton growers and 
claser relations between grower and 
spinner a great deal of the present ex- 
pense in handling cotton can be saved 
and the evils attendant on violent fluc- 
tuations of the market be mitigated.

That these exertions have borne fruit 
is shoWn by the latest statistics. The 
importations of American cotton direct 
to the port of Manchester last season 
amounted to 468,123. baies, whereas dur- 
ing the first year of the existence of 
the Manchester Cotton Association they 
onky equaled 32,0859 pales. 

Broadly speakin, one-half of the im- 
portations of Egyptian cotton for con- 
Sumption in Great Britain last year 
came direct to the port of Manchester.

For the first time since the opening 
of the school President Matheson for- 
mally announced yesterday that the 
enrollment up to the present time at 
the Technological institute. was 530, 
just thirty-two behind the enrollment 
of last year in November. This beats 
all records in the history of the school, 
except that of the term of |906-07. 

The prospects at this time are that 
fully 575 students will be registered 
this year. But if there were just 
enough dormitory space there would be 
at the present time 630 students, in- 
stead of 530. In this respect Professor 
Matheson states that if the facilities 
were enlarged at the «school there 
would be an attendance at the school 
every year of not less than 800, making 
it one of the largest colleges in the en- 
tire south.

The pro- 
ducer must be relieved of the outrageous 
and destructive competition to which 
he is now subjected by the specuilator, 
who offers upon the exchange a ficti- 
tious product which he can not and 
does not intend to deliver.

“The south wants an honest market, 
and such prices as will follow the un- 
hampered operation of the law of supply 
and demand.

“Do you think the Lancashire mer- 
chant wants more for his goods than 
anybody else in the world? Rather, 
he wants to lower the cost of produc- 
tion, so he can compete with anybody 
else in the world.” 

The Farmers’ Union 
loading themselves for 
Kuffler continued: 

“You. must remember, gentlemen, 
even in cotton production you 
not the only ones in‘the world.

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‘In all ages the’producer has claimed 
the privilege of naming the price of his 
commodity, except the farmer. (Ap- 
plausefl) We wish to é¢stablish such 
relations that we ¢an deliver cotton to 
you throughout the year at a stable 
price. We have organized warehouses 
in order to eliminate the middie men, 
and control the marketing of qur crop. 

“Tf you refuse to come willingly to 
the price we name, you will have to do 
it anyhow. We will sell at our price to 
the merchants, and you will have to pay 
vour brokers, more than the price we 
demand. (Tremendous applause from 
Farmers’ Union Men.) 

“Cotton exchanges are ase fungus 
growth on the cotton industry. They 
make of our cotton a football of specu- 
lation. If you refuse to accede to our 
conditions, you are inviting disaster. 
You are dealing with a different class 
of people in buying cotton in the United 
States from those who sell you Indian 
and Egyptian cotton.” 

Hubbard Talks for Exchanges. 

Samuel Sf. Hubbard, a member of the 
New York cotton exchange, presented 
the side of the exchange. His re- 
marks will be found set forth at greater 
length elsewhere in today’s paper. 

Ile said the southern growers had not 
a science the business of es- 
timating the cost of production. He 
said in West Africa the Englishman 
could-tell to the fraction of a cent. He 
said 10,000,000 negroes in, Africa grew 
cotton which sold in Liverpool at 8 
cents, and everybody made a fair profit. 

In response to loud calls, E. OD. 
Smith, of Columbia, 8. C., took the 
stand in behalf of the southern grow- 
ers. He said: 

“T wish to remind the white men 
who have come across.the ocean to 
study cotton conditions in the south, 
that they have probably brought along 
some preconceived notions that may or 
may not be correct. 

“We have heard a good deal of the 
cost of production and closer trade re- 
lations. We do not intend to compare 
the cost of production in America with 
the cost of production by the Hotten- 
tot or the Indian. Our cost of produc- 
tion means the clothing and the educa- 
tion of our children, the payment of our 
debts. and our taxes. Cotton’ means ali 
this to the white man of the south. 

“One gentleman who preceded me in 
excusing the existence of exchanges 
said he got his authority from the Bible 
and ‘referred to the servant who receiv- 
ed ten talents from his master, made 
another ten and was termed a good and 
faithful servant. Another had five tal- 
ents, he made another five and received 
the commendation of his Lord. 

‘But he didn’t say a word about the 
poor devil who had to dig a hole in the 
ground and cover up his talent. 
(Cheers.) 

“But I want to tell you, Mr. Chair- 
man, that we are going to put our tal- 
ent to work and receive our own with 
usury.”

“We are going to upset and revolution- 
ize the business methods which have 
prevailed for 40 years,’ declared the 
speaker, “and we intend that the man 
who toils in the heat of the sun and 
bathes his brow in the sweat of labor 
Shall enjoy the fruit of that labor, and 
that cotton worth 9 cents today shall 
not through the juggling of gamblers be 
worth only 8 cents tomorrow. 

“Why should the farmer’ go to 
expense of $3 or more per bale in better 
packing of cotton only to have its val- 
ue fixed by chalk marks and tissue pa- 
per?’ he askéd. 

He concluded by saying that the farm- 
er was prepared to hold his cotton un- 
til he could secure a fair enough margin 
of profit over the cost of production. 

Mark H. Thomas, of Dallas, Texas, 
spoke in pehalf of the exchanges. 
is Mr. Thomas’ idea that the producer 
and the spinner are natural enemies and 
need a balance wheel. The aforesaid 
growers and spinners inferred from the 
remarks of the gentleman from Texas 
that the exchanges were the only 
things that could serve balance 
wheels.

Thomag Coates, of England, the next 
speaker, illuminated the position of the 
spinners. He stated that he represent- 
ed 95 spinners, controlling 6,000,000 
spindles. He said: 

“We are anxious to have our people 
in Liverpool come in direct communica- 
tion with the famers. Whe nyou are 
prepareg to raise the cotton and de- 
liver the staple to us, we are prepared 
to advance 75 per cent of the value ot 
the cotton, and when the delivery is 
completed, we will remit the balance of 
the-invoice. There ig a strong organiz2- 
tion of spinners who prefer to deal di- 
rectly with your farmers’  organiza- 
tion. 

“We prefer to divide among the farm- 
ers, spinners and consumers the $100,- 
000,000 of profits that now annually gc 
to the middlemen.” (Great applause.) 


E. A. Calvin, of Texas, a representa- | 


tive of the Farmers’ Union, who par- 
ticipated in the eonvention held last year 
in Viertna, was the last speaker on this 
topic. He gaid: 
“IT feel sure that our coming together 


at this time, when we can speak for our | 


interests, discuss abuses in 
industry and the means oft 
correcting them, will be of benefit to 
producer and consumer. One = spinner 
has referred to the east Indian and said 
when they are prosperous they buy 
more clothes, the decrease in the price 
of goods thus increasing the consump- 
tion. I will tell him that when fme 
southern people are prosperous, they al- 
s0 buy more goods. (Great applause.)

“Between fifty and one hundred mil- 
lion bales of cotton are dealt In on the 
New York exchange every year. This 
is ten times the total crop of the 
United States. More than once I have 
heard the president of your interna- 
tional association say that wild spécu- 
lation in cotton is the greatest evil in 
our business.’’ (Cries of ‘““Hear, Hear.”’) 

At this point J. Wilie Pope announced 
the social program for the afternoon 
and evening. 

Reports of Committees. 

The reports of the sectional commit- 
tees were called for at thig time. R. H. 
Jackson, chairman of the committee on 
closer trade relations, submitted its re- 
port. 

The committee urges that more care 
be taken in the selection of seed; that 
all planters keep their cotton in the 
heuse for 30 days or until it is thor- 
oughly dry, before having it ginned, and 
that it ‘be ginned only in dry weather. 
They ask that southern planters wiil 
exert their efforts to have al] cotton 
compressed at the gin. 

J. M. Thomas, of England, supported 

the committee's report, which is pubhsn- 
ed in full elsewhere, and approved es- 
pecially of the Egyptian type of bale. 
He thought weight, grade and name of 
grower and packer should be stenciled 
‘on each end of the bale. 
' J. N. Wyatt, of Shelby county, Ala., 
‘approved the idea of having the names 
| of grower and ginner on the bale. It 
‘was objected that professional graders 
' would not be found at the gins. 

H. W. Macalister, of England, is- 
cusseg the question of tare. He said 
iecotton from other parts of the world 
reached the English spinner in »et- 
\‘ter shape for the reason that they were 
/covered with lighter canvas and haa 
lmore ties on the bales. He said the 
i present bale was costing the cotton 
trade $25,000,000 a year. He thought 
this amount was worth saving by adopt- 
ing a better bale. He showed samples 
of bagging used on cotton from various 
parts of the world. He said: 

“In América you put on at present 
24 pounds of tare. ‘From other coun- 
tries we get bales with only 8 pounds 
of bagging and ties. If you can re- 
‘duce the density of your cotton at the 
gin to 30 pounds, it will save money 
all along the line. It is estimated that 
it requires 45,000 wagons to carry the 
American crop from the gin. By se- 
curing bales of greater density, there 
would be a saving here, and also less 
freight to pay on the raflroads. 

The specimens of burlap covering 
used by some of the foreign countries, 
being much lighter in . texture 
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than the jute bagging, showed 
or osnaburgs 


weight, 
the advantage of burlap 
as covering for the bale. 


On Better Compresses. 


W. C. Moore, of South Carolina. spoke 
of the advantage of better compresses. 
We can place 100 bales of cotton in 
an ordinary box car. (Only 25 bales of 
uncompressed cotton can be carried to 
a car. He showed that the farmers 
would be slow to install a highly ex- 
pensive press, but would be willing to 
buy medium-priced presses. 

J. <A. Peterkin, of \ South 
spoke in favor of old bale. 
the pictures that were being 
about the room looked like those of a 
bale of cotton taken from his farm. He 
declared that he had approved the ware- 
house plan for farmers !9 years‘ago. 

S. E. Dudley, of the Southern Cotton 
association, Mississippi branch, said 
the Munger presses had been taken out 
because of opposition to these bales. 
He said if the spinner would cooperate 
with the grower, they could produce a 
better bale. He said the farmers wou!d 
seek uniformity in weight and would 
put on the bale anything the spinners 
wanted put on it. 

Thomas Coates, of England, made tle 
offer to any planter present to enter 
into communication with him. “That is 
what we have come here to do,”’ he said, 
“and I hope you will do it and not taik 
about it.”’ 

Mr. Macara, 
suggested that Mr. Dudley, of Missis- 
sipp!, and Mr. Coates, of Engian’, 
might make a trade, one being ready to 
buy and the other being ready to seu. 
Mr. Dudley said he wished to make an 
outright gale. 

Mr. Lambdin, of Mississippi, spoke of 
a special press he represented, which 
he said was a “fool-proof press” and 
that anybody could operate it. He sai 
it packed bales 45 by 25 by 25 and of 
from 30 to 35 pounds density. He sait 
a bale of 800 pounds had been com- 
pressed to a density of 40. 

Mr. McColl wanted to know how the 
planters could make a profit by putting 
in a gin press. 

Walter Clark, of Mississippi, moved to 
refer the resolution back to the com- 
mittee. He said he wanted the conven- 
tion to indorse a gin-compressed bale 
of uniform size. 

T. Gilbert Pearson made an appeal 
for the adoption of the resolution Im- 
dorsing the work of the bureau of biol- 
ogy. This feature was adopted. The 
other part of the report wag referred 
back to the committee.

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RURAL CARRIER A NATIONAL DEVELOPER. 


if the unbiased observer were asked to indicate some one institution that 
‘typified strikingiy the rapidity of development in this country and the rest- 
less genius that has put America in the van of nations, he would find his 
answer ready-made for him in Atlanta this week in the convention of the 
National Rural Letter Carriers’ Association. 

‘Yen years ago the idea back of rural free delivery was as logical and 
as aptiv characterized by common sense as it is today, but it was in mere 
embryo. Then the nation mustered a corporal’s guard of eighty-three car- 
riers, with the projectors of the movement a little dubious as to the feasi- 
| bility of the dream they were seeking to materialize. The last annual report 
| tf Fourth Assistant Postmaster General DeGraw, who has supervision of 


}0 
this. branch of the postal service, put the number of rural letter carriers 
at 35,666—a marvelous increase in the brief space of less than a decade. 
Within that interval the appropriations made by congress to extend the 
usefulness of the service jumped from $40,000 to $25,828,300. 

| It is doubtful if the history of any governmental innovation will exhibit 
such stupendous contrasts as those afforded by these eloquent figures. 

But statistics are the mere symbolic outlines in the history of an insti- 
tution which has come to intimately affect the development and the material 
welfare of every state in the union. The army of men who are representeg 
in the convention assembled here this week cover the rural districts of 
all the American commonwealths like living wires, keeping them in touch 
with the outside world and fostering industrial and commercial expansion 
in a ratio not approached by any other influence in the life of the nation. 

The evolution of rural free delivery means that the farmer in Georgia, 
or lilinois, or Maine, or California receives his letters and his newspapers 
as regularly as does the resident of the city—notwithstanding the fact that 
he may live many miles from a railroad. The inclemency of the weather 
or the distance to be traversed do not deprive him of these privileges. So 
‘long as he keeps the road in front of his house in a passable condition and 
' complies with the other simple regulations of the postoffice department, 
\these faithful public servants labor arduously and with intelligence to put 
‘him on the same plane with and assure him the same advantages as those 
enjoyed by the man with all the facilities of centralized civilization at his 
disposal. 

The rural] letter carrier is the advance agent of development and prog- 

in his wake follow increased land values, augmented educational facil- 
ities, closer social intercourse with all that contributes to individual and 
community expansion. The fidelity and efficiency with which he has mate- 
'vialized the reasoning underlying the establishment of rural free delivery 
‘have largely solved the problems of life in the country by making that life 
more attractive and robbing it of the monotony which had previously been 
its chief bane and disadvantage. He it who has checked the tide of 
migration trom the country to the city and given the nation a material lift 
in the solution of one of its gravest economic problems. 

Congress and the nation are rapidly arriving at a realization of the im- 
portant role played by these men in the nation’s welfare. Their compensa- 
‘tion has been increased and the conditions under which they labor have 
been reconciled with greater justice to their merits and the tangible good 
they accomplish. ‘lhe Constitution congratulates the association now assem- 
bled on the excellence of the personnel of its officers and upon its high 
privilege in assisting vitally in the making of Greater America.

| tain Purse is quoted as saying: 

| Two years or more ago I was impressed by an invention which dried 

| vuleanized this wood, so that it became, after a short. process, 

as fine as any wood known except mahogany. The same result has 
obtained with the inferior pine, and I am sure that within two 
| years the south will derive as much money and as much benefit from 
products as it has from its vast forests of ‘virgin timber. 

‘Before the process the wood cannot be split with any sort of an ax, its 
shavings can be wrung out like a sponge, and will drip with the slight- 
est After the vulcanizing process it becomes as durable as 
any wood known, and has a strength of !0,000 pounds pressure to the 
square inch. I, in company with Professor Woolson, of Columbia, 
have been conducting experiments with this wood for the past two years 
ana we have come to the conclusion that we have struck a great in- 
vention which will be of benefit to the entire south. 

The inventor of the proc®ss is confident that he can obtain profitable 
commercial results with even the heavily saturated palmetto, and Captain 
Purse points out that if successful experiments are any indication, within a 
short time builders will have at their disposal another inexpensive material 
for interior construction.

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LIVE SCENES IN CAPITOL: 
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TWO CONVENTIONS GOING 


It was a great scene which greeted tne 
visitor to the state capitol on yesterday 
morning, when the two conventions, the 
National Association of Cotton Spinners 
and the National Rural Free Delivery 
Carriers, were in session at the same 
time, with thetr exhibits and ~demon- 
strations scattered throughout the build- 
ing. 

Out in front of the governor’s office 
there stood six bales of cotton In the 
various stages of compression. 

Between these and the steps there was 
set up a rural free delivery wagon, 4 
couple of farm levels and several tables 
full of literature dealing with the vari- 
OUg cOmpresses in use. 

On the second floor and near the en- 
trance to the hall of the house of rep- 
resentatives stood a half dozen more 
bales of compressed cotton several more 
farm levels, a registration booth and 
tables groaning with advertising mat- 
ter. 

Over on the senate side there was 
rigged up a demonstrator showing how 
it wag possible to sit in a buggy, en- 
tirely enclosed, and yet whip the horse 
without getting into the weather. It is

a socket and an interested group ot 
drivers was around the demonstration 
all day: In the democratic hall of the 
house there was an English gentleman 
presiding, while a German secretary 
stood near taking notes attending the 
speech of a Belgian speaking in fluent 
English.

This was a new one on the southern 
planter, who took it to mean the com- 
mon call down: ‘‘Here, here,” and was 
silent for the rest of the speech, 

The lobbies and retiring rooms of the 
house were filled with a rare babel of 
tongues as the foreign delegates would 
get together and to suit their own con- 
venience spoke in German, French or 
English. 

More than one secret was discussed 
aloud, which will never find its way in- 
to print. 

Across the hall and in the senate 
chamber the men who have been referred 
to as “the army of education,” the fu- 
ral free delivery carriers, were in na- 
tional session and speeches were being 
made by representatives from nearly 
every state in the union.

MILLS IN GOOD CONDITION | 


Millis Have Never Been Sold Up S%o 
Fully Before at This Time of 
Year—Will Not Permit Un- 
just and Unfair Can- 

cellations. 


A meeting of the Southern Soft Yarn 
Spinners’ Association was held at the 
Piedmont hotel at | o'clock yesterday. | 
It was the largest meeting the soft yarn | 
Spinners of the south ever held. 

Of the 300,000 spindles in the associa- | 
tion, more than 254,000 spindles were 
represented, twenty-seven of the thirty- 
®ix mills in the association having rep- } 
resemtatives at the meeting. The con- | 
dition of the yarn market, cotton mar- | 
ket, cancellations, orders, waste, cur- 
tailment, labor, and other matters of | 
importance to the southern yarn spin- | 
ners were fully discussed tn a meeting 
lasting more than four hours of con- 
tinuous session. 

In view of the reported depressed con- 
dition of the yarn market every mill | 
present was requested to give the ex- 
act numbr of orders on their ee | 
Bhowing how far they were sold ahead | 
and iow much space for orders the mille | 
had for the months of October. Novem- | 
ber and December. It was found that | 
all the mills were sold practically full 
to January |, only about (6 per cent #f 
their production being unsold for the 
month of October, 20 per cent for No- 
vember, and 25 per cent for December, 
and many milis were sold well into 
next year. 

Will Not Curtalil 


In view of this condition it was 
found that it would be impossible to 
eurtail production for the next 30 days, 
and it was agreed that no curtailment 
should take place until the mills had 
caught up somewhat on their present 
orders, but in event there Was any 
demoralization in the yarn market at 
the end of that time the matter of cur- 
tailment would be taken up and acted 
upon. It was found that the mills haa | 
never been sold up so fully before at 
this time of the year, and everything 
Seemed to be in much better condition 
than could have been expected, and 
there semed to be no good reason for 
the depression in prices, as quoted in:

“Second, the youth of foreign countries 
are more disciplined, and réquired to 
pursue their studies as a more serious 
and necessary part of their development 
as individuals and as citizens.

European Markets, With the Excep- 
tion of Liverpool, Reported an

Chicago, October 8.—Profit taking on a lib- 
eral scale offset today heavy exports and 
higher prices at the principal European grain 
centers and caused a stady tone in the local 
wheat market at the close. Final quotations 
on the December delivery were off %c. Corn 
Was up %*c. Oats showed a gain of 53. Pro- 
visions were 2% to 5c higher. The wheat mar- 
ket opened easy on selling by pit traders, 
who were influenced by a decline at Liver- 
pool. There was a quick recovery fro mthe 
initial weakness, however, as a result of buy- 
ing by commission houses, which was based 
on fresh reports of damage to the whole 
crop of India by drought. With the exception 
of the Liverpool market, the exchanges of 
Europe showed an advance in wheat of from 
1 to 8c and this had-a strengthening effect 
here. The market eased off again late in the 
session because of liberal realizing and closed 
about steady. December onened %@\%c lower 
at $1.02% to $1.02%, sold off to $1.02%@1.02% 
and then advanced to $1.08%. The close was 
at §1.02%@1.08. Clearances of ‘wheat and 
flour were equal to 877,000 bushels. The 
American visible supply decreased 163,000 
bushels and the world's visible supply in- 
creased 955,000 bushels. Primary receipts 
“vere 1,356,000 bushels. Minneapolis, Duluth 
and Chicago gpeported receipts of 974 cars, 
against 1,011 cars last week. 

Small receipts and cold weather in the corn 
belt caused strength in the corn market. 


; There was an active general demand in. evi- 


dence all day and offerings were light. The 
close was strong.

law called for in the address 
to be sent to the various legislatures 
are as follows: 

cn © All licenses now outstanding 
should be made permanent unless can- 
celled by a vote of the majority of the 
citizens of a state, county, precinct or 
municipality. These licenses should be 
transferrable from one to another, as 
any other property is transferred. 

“2. No licenses should be issued in 
the future until the proportion  be- 
comes not more than one for each 500 
of population. 

“3. A license should yield a good an- 
nual return to government, but it 
should not be excessive.”
